Document D1 = WO 88/03844 discloses a gumming device for applying gum to an article; 
the gumming device comprising an applicator body, which has a central axis, which is 
cylindrically symmetrical with respect to the central axis, and which has a lateral surface 
comprising an application surface which comes into contact with said article to apply said 
gum to the article, drive means for rotating said applicator body about said central axis, at 
least one channel extending inside said applicator body and having an end opening at said 
application surface, and supply means for supplying said gum under pressure to said 
channel; said supply means comprising a pump for said gum, at least one supply conduit 
connecting an output of said pump to said channel, and a valve for closing the supply 
conduit. 

Neither D1 nor the other documents of the search report disclose the valve being located 
along said supply conduit and is carried by said applicator body. 

Furthermore, the person skilled in the art does not get any hint for such a design of the 
gumming device. 

Thus, the subject-matter of claim 1 is new and industrially applicable and it involves an 
inventive step and the claim itself meets the requirements of Article 33 PCT.

These dependent claims disclose preferred embodiments of the gumming device claimed.
